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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL 


OF  THE 

YORKSHIRE  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY, 

February  12TH,  1923. 


r  I  HE  year  1922  has  been  an  active  and  prosperous  one,  and 
■*“  it  is  with  feelings  of  satisfaction  that  the  Council  present 
their  annual  report. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  has  been  the  Centenary 
Celebration  which  passed  off  most  successfully  on  September 
20th.  A  full  account  of  the  proceedings  is  appended. 

During  the  year  a  Committee  has  had  under  very  careful 
consideration  the  revision  of  the  Laws  of  the  Society,  and  at  a 
Special  Meeting  held  on  December  nth  these  were  adopted. 
Until  printed,  a  MS.  copy  has  been  placed  in  the  Library  and 
another  copy  at  the  Lodge. 

The  work  in  the  Museum  has  steadily  progressed,  but  the 
need  for  greater  space  and  modern  cases  materially  handicaps 
all  efforts,  (see  Committee’s  Report,  p.  15). 

Your  Council  would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  re-arrange¬ 
ment  and  re-classification  of  the  collection  of  British  Birds, 
which  has  been  materially  increased  by  the  generous  gifts  of 
the  President,  Mr.  W.  H.  St.  Quintin,  and  others. 

During  the  year  the  Catalogue  of  the  Boynton  Collection  of 
Yorkshire  Pottery  presented  to  the  Yorkshire  Museum  in  1916 
and  1920,  together  with  Notes  on  some  of  the  Yorkshire 
Potteries  and  Marks  used  by  them,  has  been  issued.  The 
work  has  been  written  by  Mr.  A.  Hurst,  A.K.C.,  the  Honorary 


Curator  of  Ceramics.  The  Society  is  deeply  indebted  to  Mr. 
Hurst  for  the  time  and  care  he  has  expended  upon  this 
excellent  piece  of  work. 

On  April  24th  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical 
Society  and  the  Yorkshire  Archaeological  Society  was  held  in 
the  Tempest  Anderson  Hall,  Mr.  Chas.  E.  Elmhirst  presiding. 
The  meeting  was  called  to  consider  what  steps  it  was  thought 
necessary  to  take  respecting  the  encroachment  on  the  mound 
of  the  City  Wall  by  the  proposed  erection  of  the  North  Eastern. 
Railway  Company’s  War  Memorial. 

On  June  8th,  delegates  from  this  Society,  the  Yorkshire 
Archaeological  Society,  and  the  Yorkshire  Architectural  and 
York  Archaeological  Society  met  in  conference  the  Directors  of 
the  Railway  Company  and  Mr.  C.  R.  Peers,  M.A.,  F.S.A.,  and 
as  a  result  the  original  design  has  been  altered  and  the  pro¬ 
posed  interference  with  the  ancient  rampart  reduced. 

On  December  21st,  the  Sheffield  Literary  and  Philosophical 
Society  celebrated  its  Centenary  in  the  University  of  Sheffield, 
and  on  the  invitation  of  its  President  and  Council,  the  Keeper, 
Dr.  W.  E.  Coliinge,  attended  as  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical 
Society’s  Delegate,  and  presented  the  following  Congratulatory 
Address. 

“  The  President  and  Council  of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical 
Society  offer  their  hearty  congratulations  to  the  Sheffield 
Literary  and  Philosophical  Society  on  the  attainment  of  its 
Centenary. 

During  a  century  of  great  activity,  invention,  and  advance¬ 
ment  in  knowledge  your  Society  has  inspired  original  investiga¬ 
tions  or  scholarly  analyses  in  the  spheres  of  literature  and 
philosophy.  We  desire  to  express  our  great  appreciation  of 
the  excellent  work  you  have  accomplished  in  the  past  and  to 
offer  you  our  cordial  good  wishes  for  continued  prosperity  and 
usefulness  in  the  future.” 

At  the  monthly  meeting  held  on  April  10th,  Mr.  James 
Melrose,  J.P.,  presented  to  Mr.  William  Watson  an  Illum¬ 
inated  Address,  signed  by  the  President  and  Hon.  Secretary, 
and  a  Wallet  of  Treasury  Notes,  on  behalf  of  the  members  of 
the  Society  as  a  mark  of  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered 
to  the  Society  during  a  period  of  fifty  years.

During  the  year  a  new  Coin  Cabinet  has  been  purchased, 
and  a  Catalogue  of  the  Boynton  Collection  of  Pottery  published. 
In  spite  of  these  two  heavy  items  of  expenditure  the  financial 
statement  shows  a  credit  balance  on  the  year's  working  which 
partly  reduces  the  deficiency  shown  on  last  year’s  balance 
sheet. 

Your  Council  would  specially  call  the  attention  of  the 
Members  to  the  loss  the  Society  has  sustained  by  the  death  of 
H.  C.  Barstow,  Esq.,  and  Lord  Bolton,  both  Vice-Presidents 
of  the  Society  and  generous  donors  to  the  Museum  Collections. 

The  Society  has  lost  by  death  and  resignation  44  Members, 
8  Associates,  and  19  Lady  Subscribers,  whilst  50  new  Mem¬ 
bers,  2  Associates,  and  14  Lady  Subscribers  have  been  elected. 
The  total  number  of  Members  now  stands  at  607.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GARDEN  COMMITTEE. 


Your  Committee  beg  to  report  an  active  year's  work  in  main¬ 
taining  the  beauties  of  the  Gardens  and  in  further  improving  and 
beautifying  them  where  possible. 

Attention  has  been  given  to  the  flower-beds  and  the  clearing  of 
the  herbaceous  borders,  and  a  great  improvement  effected.  The 
stones  bordering  the  walks  throughout  the  whole  of  the  grounds 
are  receiving  attention,  and  when  the  work  is  completed  it  will 
considerably  enhance  the  appearance. 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  careful  consideration  the 
extension  of  the  Botanical  Garden,  and  while  they  are  of  opinion 
that  this  work  is  very  desirable  they  feel  the  time  is  scarcely 
opportune,  they  trust,  however,  that  possibly  next  year  (1924)  a 
commencement  may  be  made  with  a  piece  of  work  that  will 
greatly  add  to  the  interest  of  the  Gardens,  and  one  that  will  also 
prove  of  great  scientific  value. 

A  number  of  new  seats  have  been  provided. 

In  concluding  this  report  the  Committee  desire  to  appeal  to  all 
members  who  take  an  interest  in  the  Gardens  to  use  their  influence 
to  protect  that  which  is  intended  for  their  enjoyment.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSEUM  COMMITTEE 
For  the  Year  1922. 


THE  Committee,  in  presenting  its  Report  for  the  past 
year,  welcome  the  increased  interest  in  the  Society’s 
Collections. 

Chief  amongst  the  additions  to  the  Collections  are  the  two 
Roman  Memorial  Tablets  found  on  South  Mount  Terrace  in 
July,  and  loaned  by  the  City  Corporation. 

The  Vertebrate  Gallery  has  been  completed  and  the  whole 
of  the  British  Birds  re-arranged  and  relabelled.  The  some¬ 
what  cumbersome  and  often  dangerous  wooden  lids  on  the 
cases  containing  the  collection  of  Birds  Nests  and  Eggs  have 
been  removed  and  replaced  by  leather  covers,  an  alteration 
which  has  been  much  appreciated  by  members  and  visitors. 

In  the  Central  Hall  a  large  table  case  has  been  installed  for 
temporary  exhibits  and  has  proved  a  source  of  great  attraction. 
Amongst  the  exhibits  have  been  (i)  A  series  of  books  printed 
by  Thomas  Gent,  (ii)  Old  Books  relating  to  York,  (iii)  A 
collection  of  Old  York  Playbills,,  (iv)  Copper  Plates  and 
Illustrations  of  York  Churches,  Bars,  etc.,  (v)  Various  ancient 
documents  relating  to  York,  (vi)  The  Programmes,  Tickets, 
and  other  printed  papers  relating  to  the  Minster  Musical 
Festivals  of  1823,  1825,  1828  and  1835. 

During  the  summer  a  large  series  of  Wild  and  Cut-flowers 
have  been  shown,  to  which  cur  President  has  frequently 
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contributed.  Mr.  S.  Walker  has  also  maintained  a  supply  of 
various  living  Insects,  and  Moths  of  the  Month,  which 
features  have  been  highly  appreciated.  The  attendance  on 
Saturday  afternoons  has  been  fully  maintained. 

The  Yorkshire  Numismatic  Society  met  at  York  on  July 
22nd,  and  the  Tempest  Anderson  Hall  was  placed  at  their 
disposal.  On  September  5th,  6th  and  7th,  the  Iron  and  Steel 
Institute,  on  the  Council’s  invitation,  made  the  Museum, 
Museum  Gardens,  and  Tempest  Anderson  Hall  its  head¬ 
quarters  for  their  York  Meeting.  On  October  18th  the  Society 
of  Glass  Technology  held  its  Autumn  Meeting  in  the  Museum, 
and  on  December  2nd  the  Yorkshire  Geological  Society  held 
its  Annual  Meeting.  Visits  have  been  paid  to  the  Museum  by 
the  Members  of  the  Northern  Architectural  Society,  the 
Bradford  Historical  and  Antiquarian  Society,  the  Middles¬ 
brough  Historical  Society,  the  Manchester  Field  Naturalists’ 
and  Archaeological  Society,  the  Beverley  Literary  Society,  the 
North  of  England  Educational  Conference,  and  many  others. 

The  Yorkshire  Architectural  and  York  Archaeological 
Society  has  continued  to  hold  its  meetings,  and  house  its 
Library  in  the  Museum. 

Your  Committee  notice  with  pleasure  that  a  greater  use  is 
being  made  of  the  Museum  by  Students.  During  the  past 
year  collections  or  specimens  have  been  studied  by  Mr.  E. 
Leonard  Gill,  M.Sc.,  now  of  the  Royal  Scottish  Museum, 
Edinburgh  ;  Professor  Burch,  London  ;  Dr.  J.  Bronsted  of  the 
National  Museum,  Copenhagen  ;  Dr.  M.  J.  A.  M.  Schretlen, 
Bilthoven,  Holland;  Mr.  Frank  E.  W.  Lee,  Cairo,  Egypt; 
Mr.  John  Shirley-Fox,  R.B.A.,  Marlborough;  Dr.  T.  Davies 
Pryce,  Nottingham;  Mr.  J.  W.  Knowles,  York;  Mr.  W.  S. 
Bisat,  F.G.S.,  Hull  ;  Dr.  Felix  Oswald,  Nottingham  ;  and 
Mr.  G.  Olafsson,  Akranes,  Iceland ;  whilst  specimens  have 
been  loaned  to  Dr.  A.  Smith  Woodward,  F.R.S.,  British 
Museum  (Natural  History),  Mr.  Henry  Woods,  M.A.,  F.R.S., 
Sedgwood  Museum,  Cambridge,  Mr.  F.  W.  Harmer,  Norwich, 
and  Dr.  Maud  Sellers,  York.  Large  numbers  of  inquiries 
relating  to  various  questions  on  archaeology,  geology, 
ornithology,  entomology,  numismatics,  etc.,  have  been 
received,  and  information  supplied  to  the  inquirers.

Turning  to  the  different  sections  of  the  Museum  :  — 

Geology. — The  re-arranging  of  the  specimens  has  been 
continued  by  Mr.  Watson,  under  whose  care  the  Yorkshire 
Fossils  have  been  brought  together  for  more  effective 
examination  according  to  the  strata  from  which  they  come 
and  their  zoological  relations.  Duplicates  from  Peat,  Cave, 
and  Glacial  origins  have  also  been  exhibited.  All  Tertiary 
fossils  are  now  restored  to  their  cases.  Messrs.  Harmer  and 
A.  Bell  have  finished  with  the  fossils  they  borrowed  for  their 
Palaeontographical  monograph  on  the  Pleistocene  forms.  Mr. 
Bell  h  as  paid  the  Sub- Curator  the  compliment,  in  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  help  given  to  geologists,  of  naming  after  him 
Balanophyllia  watsoni  from  the  Red  Crag.  During  the 
year  the  geological  exhibits  have  again  been  gone  over,  and 
the  cases  dusted. 

Astronomy. — There  is  very  little  to  report.  During  the 
past  year  all  the  instruments  have  been  overhauled,  and  they 
are  in  good  adjustment.  One  or  two  of  the  trees  on  the  south¬ 
east  side  of  the  Observatory  require  removing. 

Zoology. — The  arrangement  of  the  Vertebrate  Collections 
has  been  completed.  A  number  of  new  specimens  have  been 
added,  and  the  whole  re-classified  and  re-labelled. 

Ornithology. — The  re-arrangement  and  re-classification 
hinted  at  in  our  last  report  has  been  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Keeper,  and  numerous  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  collections  by  our  President,  W.  H.  St.  Quintin, 
Esq.,  and  A.  W.  Linfoot,  Esq. 

More  suitable  accommodation  for  the  Cabinet  collections  is 
a  pressing  need,  if  only  to  simplify  supervision.  The  Keeper 
proposes  to  re-classify  and  generally  overhaul  the  collection  of 
Eggs  and  Nests. 

Entomology . — The  following  notable  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  insect  collections  during  the  past  year,  the 
President  having  kindly  given  his  long  series  of  the  curious 
Orthopteron — Pulchriphy Ilium  crurifoliwn  from  the  Seychelle 
Islands.  The  series  comprises  hybrids  obtained  by  crossing 
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an  unnamed  species  of  Pulchnphylliuni  Irom  Ceylon,  with  the 
Seychelle  species.  A  number  of  generations  were  bred  at 
Scampston  Hall,  extending  over  several  years  1906-1921. 

Another  addition  consists  of  a  varied  series  of  the  mimicing 
leaf  butterfly,  Kallima  inachis,  which  has  been  arranged  so  as 
to  show  its  resting  habits.  This  species  is  referred  to  by 
Wallace  in  his  “  Malay  Archipelago.” 

The  other  collections  have  been  maintained  in  good  order. 

Conchology. — Numerous  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
collection  of  Land  and  Freshwater  Shells,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
it  will  be  possible  to  get  these  into  glass-topped  boxes  and 
labelled  during  the  present  year. 

Numismatics. — The  Coins  presented  to  the  collection 
during  the  year  will  be  found  under  the  list  of  Donations. 
The  Yorkshire  Numismatic  Society  met  on  July  22nd,  in  the 
Tempest  Anderson  Hail,  when  an  exhibition  of  coins,  medals 
and  tradesmen's  tokens  relating  to  York  were  shown. 

Ceramics. — The  Ceramic  Collections  in  the  Yorkshire 
Museum  have  been  maintained  in  an  efficient  manner  during 
the  year.  The  Collections  have  been  cleaned  and  partly 
re-arranged.  The  Catalogue  of  the  Boynton  Collection  having 
been  completed  the  preparation  of  the  Catalogue  of  the 
Museum’s  Collection  of  Yorkshire  Pottery  has  been  com¬ 
menced.  Three  very  unusual  pieces  have  been  added  to  the 
Loan  Collection  during  the  year,  viz.  :  two  cylindrical  jars 
of  cream-coloured  earthenware  made  at  Leeds  Pottery,  with 
well  fitting  covers  and  having  rows  of  spikes  projecting  from 
the  sides  almost  to  the  centre.  It  is  surmised  that  these  were 
used  for  mixing  dry  powders  by  shaking,  but  nothing  is 
definitely  known.  The  third  piece  is  a  w7all  cistern  with  fiat 
back  for  standing  on  a  bracket  against  the  wall  with  hole  for 
tap ;  moulded  with  figures  and  with  cover  surmounted  by 
dolphins.  The  corresponding  flat  sided  bowd  for  use  with  the 
cistern  forming  in  fact  a  lavatory  basin,  is  also  exhibited. 
Both  these  pieces  are  of  Castleford  cream-coloured  earthen¬ 
ware,  marked,  they  are  exhibited  in  the  gallery,  being  too 
large  for  the  cases  downstairs. 


Library.-— Some  slight  improvements  have  been  effected 
in  the  Library,  whereby  some  of  the  less  used  serials  have 
been  removed  and  the  more  frequently  demanded  works  and 
recent  additions  displayed. 

'  During  the  year,  46  volumes  have  been  added  by  purchase 
and  142  by  presentation  in  addition  to  a  large  series  of 
unbound  memoirs.  The  number  of  volumes  borrowed  was 
213- 

Meteorology. — Statistics  of  Station  :  Longitude,  i°  5'  W. ; 
Latitude,  530  57'  N. ;  height  above  mean  sea  level,  56  feet. 

The  Rainfall  for  the  whole  year  was  above  the  average,  but 
its  distribution  was  very  uneven.  During  the  first  half  of  the 
year  the  rainfall  was  unusually  regular.  Then  over  one-third 
of  the  annual  fall  came  in  July  and  August,  making  harvesting 
difficult  and  protracted.  October,  usually  wet,  gave  little 
rain,  and  supplies  of  rainwater  were  extremely  low. 

Temperature  ranged  in  1922  between  83°  F.  on  the  1st  of 
June,  and  150  F.  on  the  18th  January;  the  range  of  tem¬ 
perature  thus  being  68°  as  against  yic  for  1921.  A  mean 
pressure  of  29*898  mercury  inches  at  M.S.L.,  corrected  for 
diurnal  variations,  has  been  recorded  as  against  29*943 
mercury  inches  for  1921.  December  was  lowest  at  29*711 
mercury  inches,  April  next  with  29*740  inches.  November 
was  highest  with  30*129  inches,  and  October  next  with  30*103 
inches.  The  extreme  range  was  2*27  inches  as  against  2*51 
inches  for  1921.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was 
taken  at  9  p.m.  on  November  15th,  viz.  :  30*78  inches,  and  the 
lowest  28*51  inches  at  9  a.m.  on  December  30th. 

Snow  or  Rain  fell  to  the  amount  of  26*04  inches  or  662  mm., 
as  against  16*01  inches  or  406  mm.,  for  1921,  an  increase  of 
10*03  inches  or  256  mm.,  for  the  year.  Again  the  heavy  fall 
of  rain  was  in  the  harvest  months,  July  yielding  4*72  inches 
and  August  4*19  inches.  The  heaviest  fall  of  the  year 
occurring  on  July  5th,  when  1*59  inches  or  40  mm.,  fell.  The 
cumulative  totals  for  the  years  since  1820  are,  for  the  heaviest 
months,  August  5554*43  mm.,  October  5395*57  mm.,  and 
July  5133*89  mm.  The  holiday  months  were  again  quite 
unfavourable. 
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Observations  of  Winds  show  that  during  1922  we  had 
“strong”  winds  on  11  days  as  compared  with  15  days  for  1921, 
and  “calm”  on  8  days  as  against  7  days  for  1921.  The  chief 
winds  have  been  observed  as  S.  (258),  N.  (187),  W.  (180), 
N.W.  (138),  S.W.  (98),  E.  (81),  S.E.  (75),  N.E.  (70).  We 
have  had  43  days  of  “clear”  sky,  and  138  of  “overcast,”  as 
compared  with  56  days  and  131  respectively  in  1921. 

Nine  thunderstorms  have  been  recorded  during  1922,  and 
10  fogs.  Snow  fell  on  16  days,  as  against  6  in  1921,  and  10 
in  1920.  There  were  hailstorms  on  6  days  as  against  2 
in  1921. 

Bright  Sunshine  was  recorded  for  1254*7  hours  in  1922  as 
compared  with  1449  hours  for  1921,  a  decrease  of  194*3  hours 
for  the  year.  The  daily  mean  was  3*44  hours,,  and  the 
percentage  of  possible  sunshine  26  as  against  a  percentage  of 
32  for  1921. 


It  is  urgently  requested  that  any  discovery  of  Archaeological 
interest  in  the  neighbourhood  may  be  brought  to  the  notice  of 
either  the  Honorary  Curators,  or  the  Keeper  of  the  Museum 
as  early  as  possible. 

The  Keeper  of  the  Museum  will  be  pleased  to  give  any 
information  in  his  power,  and  may  be  seen  daily,  Museum 
engagements  permitting.

x4  large  and  distinguished  gathering  assembled  in  the  Tempest 
Anderson  Hall,  at  2  p.m. 

The  President,  Mr.  W.  H.  St.  Quintin,  D.L.,  J.P.,  presided 
and  addressed  the  meeting  as  follows: — “On  behalf  of  the 
Council  and  Members  of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society  I 
have  much  pleasure  in  welcoming  the  representatives  of  many 
Learned  Societies  and  Scientific  Associations  who  are  present, 
and  in  thanking  them  for  their  cordial  response  to  the  Society’s 
invitation  to  come  to  York  to  help  us  to  celebrate  the  Society’s 
.  Centenary.” 

Confining  his  remarks  to  the  points  which  to  him  seemed 
indispensable  on  an  occasion  of  that  sort,  the  President  stated 
that  they  had  some  forty  addresses  and  letters  of  congratulations 
to  be  presented  by  gentlemen  representing  the  Learned  Societies, 
Museums,  and  other  Scientific  Societies  of  the  Kingdom. 

As  to  these  he  ventured  to  suggest  the  thought  that  the  friendly 
manner  in  which  all  the  learned  bodies  were  co-operating  with 
the  Society  in  their  celebration  was  evidence  of  recognition  of  the 
useful  part  which  the  Society  has  played  in  the  past  hundred 
years  in  the  advancement  of  science,  and,  moreover,  it  implied 
confidence  that  in  years  to  come  the  Society  would  not  descend 
from  its  serious  and  respected  position  amongst  such  learned 
bodies  which  it  had  attained,  but  that  it  would  continue  to 
interpret  the  intentions  of  its  enlightened  founders  Mr.  William 
Salmond,  Mr.  Anthony  Thorpe,  Mr.  James  Atkinson,  Mr.  John 
Phillips  (Keeper),  and  their  first  president  Mr.  William  Vernon 
Harcourt,  whose  memories  he  was  sure,  they  all  had  in  their 
minds  that  day. 


Proceeding,  the  President  said,  “  Let  us  never  forget  that,  but 
for  the  founders,  there  would  have  been  wanting  the  affectionate 
care  which  in  latter  years  had  been  bestowed  upon  those  priceless 
relics  of  antiquity — the  Roman  Wall,  the  Multangular  Tower, 
the  Hospital  of  St.  Leonard,  the  ruins  of  St.  Mary’s  Abbey 
Church,  and  the  Hospitium,  all  of  which  were  standing  either 
actually  on  the  original  site  granted  to  the  Society  or  on  the 
extensions  which  were  entrusted  to  it  in  the  first  years  of  its 
existence.  It  is,  thanks  to  Mr.  Vernon  Harcourt  and  his 
colleagues,  that  York  possesses  in  its  midst  a  beautiful  resort  such 
as  these  grounds  afford,  where  the  citizen  or  stranger  can  come 
and  ponder,  dream  if  he  likes,  on  the  changes  and  chances  that 
have  affected  the  life  of  the  old  city  since  the  Roman  came  to 
conquer  and  to  stay  for  over  300  years.” 

In  conclusion,  the  President  said  that  “though  these  ancient 
relics  were  an  anxiety  and  an  expensive  inheritance,  the  Society 
had  been  fortunate  in  its  generous  benefactors — Dr.  Beckwith, 
Mr.  Reed,  and  last  of  all  their  late  lamented  president,  Dr. 
Tempest  Anderson,  who,  besides  presenting  that  beautiful  hall, 
left  a  goodly  sum  to  enrich  the  Society’s  funds.  They  might 
surely  hope  that  means  would  always  be  forthcoming  to  arrest  so 
far  as  was  possible  the  ravages  of  time,  so  that  future  generations 
might  still  be  able  to  point  with  pride  to  these  wonderful 
monuments  of  ancient  days,  and  in  all  ways  to  enable  the  Society 
to  continue  its  good  work  for  the  advancement  of  science  in 
Yorkshire  and  elsewhere.” 

“  It  had  been  hoped,”  he  stated,  “  to  raise  a  large  fund  with  the 
object  of  fittingly  marking  the  Centenary  year,  but  owing  to  the 
economic  situation  the  original  amount  could  not  be  raised  now, 
but  a  substantial  instalment  was  expected  to  be  realised  in  the 
direction  of  its  achievement.” 

It  was  proposed  by  the  President  that  the  following  telegram 
should  be  sent  to  Their  Majesties  the  King  and  Queen,  the 
Patrons  of  the  Society. 

“  We,  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical 
Society,  together  with  the  Representatives  of  various  Universities 
and  Learned  Societies,  met  together  to  celebrate  the  Centenary  of 
the  Society,  humbly  desire  to  assure  your  Majesties  of  our  faithful 
allegiance  to  your  throne  and  persons,  and  tender  to  you  our 
honoured  Patrons,  our  sincerest  wishes  for  your  happiness.”

From  The  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh. 

Presented  by  PROFESSOR  F.  0.  BOWER,  M.A.,  D.Sc.,  LL.D,  F.R.S. 

The  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh  welcomes  the  Yorkshire 
Philosophical  Society  into  the  circle  of  Centenarian  Foundations. 
Both  are  seated  in  Capitals  of  ancient  culture.  The  aims  of  the 
two  Societies  are  alike.  Both  serve  as  foci  for  the  literary  and 
scientific  life  of  large  and  populous  areas:  and  both  are  busy  in 
publishing  the  results  of  such  labours. 

The  Century  which  the  life  of  your  Society  covers  has  witnessed 
the  glories  of  the  Victorian  Era.  Literature  and  Science,  borne 
onwards  by  the  tide  of  industrial  success,  and  in  ever  increasing 
measure  directing  it,  have  nowhere  found  a  more  favourable  field 
than  in  Yorkshire.  During  that  period  Two  Universities  have 
been  founded  within  the  County  of  which  the  Philosophical 
Society  is  the  natural  centre. 

Local  opportunity  has  in  a  measure  determined  two  fields  of 
activity  in  which  the  work  of  the  Society  has  achieved  special 
distinction,  viz. :  Archaeology  and  Geology.  The  City^  and  County 
of  York,  a  veritable  mine  of  historic  and  pre-historic  relics,  have 
been  scientifically  explored.

The  University  of  Leeds  cordially  associates  itself  with  the 
congratulations,  offered  from  all  sides  to  your  Society  at  the  end 
of  a  century  of  continuous  and  fruitful  work  for  the  advancement 
of  knowledge.  Your  Society  in  its  earliest  years  devoted  itself 
specially  to  the  promotion  of  geological  studies  and  the  Society 
itself  may  be  said  to  have  emerged  out  of  the  Kirkdale  Cave  along 
with  the  bones  of  elephant,  mammoth,  rhinoceros,  and  other 
reliquiae  diluvianae  ;  we  are  glad  therefore  that  the  congratulations 
of  the  University  should  be  conveyed  by  one  who  will,  we 
believe,  be  also  welcomed  for  his  service  in  extending  and  com¬ 
municating  knowledge  of  the  geology  and  pre  historic  antiquities 
of  Yorkshire. 

It  would  be  vain  within  the  limits  of  such  an  address  as  this  to 
attempt  to  summarise  the  manifold  activities  of  your  Society.  To 
anyone  who  wishes  for  such  a  summary  we  can  only  say 
circumspice.  Let  him  look  at  this  fine  Hall,  the  gift  of  Dr. 
Tempest  Anderson,  whom  the  University  of  Leeds  was  proud  to 
enrol  among  its  honorary  graduates.  Let  him  examine  the 
various  scientific  collections  in  the  adjoining  galleries.  Let  him 
see  with  what  care  the  unsurpassed  collection  of  Roman 
antiquities  have  been  preserved,  and  with  what  skill  it  has  been 
presented  to  the  interest  and  instruction  of  visitor.  Let  him 
observe  the  pious  care  with  which  the  ruins  of  Saint  Mary’s 
Abbey  have  been  preserved  and  its  smaller  remains  collected.  It 
can  hardly  be  doubted  that  outside  of  London  no  museum  in  our 
country  contains  within  its  walls  a  collection  so  varied,  so 
interesting,  and  so  well  arranged.  Can  we  praise  it  more  highly 
than  by  saying  that  it  is  worthy  of  the  city  and  of  the  site  within 
whose  limits  Constantine  perhaps  received  the  purple  before  he 
embarked  on  the  epoch-making  expedition  which  led  him  to  Rome, 
the  reunion  of  the  Empire  and  the  victory  of  Christianity  within  it. 
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You  doubtless  recall  with  pride  that  the  British  Association  is 
the  child  of  the  York  Philosophical  Society.  No  such  direct 
relationship  can  be  established  for  the  Leeds  University;  but  the 
University  movement  in  the  county  has  without  question  owed 
much  to  the  stimulus  which  your  Society  has  given  to  higher 
scientific  and  humanistic  stud)7.  Certainly  there  is  no  branch  of 
work — scientific  or  archaeological — in  which  the  University  does 
not  take  an  active  interest. 

Accept  gentlemen  on  this  occasion,  so  full  of  proud  memories 
and  confident  hopes,  the  congratulations  of  the  University  on  the 
work  that  has  been  accomplished  and  our  best  wishes  for  the 
second  century  on  which  you  are  entering.

In  1922  they  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  the  same  Society 
their  respectful  congratulations  on  a  hundred  years  of  distinguish¬ 
ed  service  in  the  causes  to  which  both  Societies  have  dedicated 
their  activities. 

Instituted  at  a  period  of  political  difficulty  and  industrial 
turmoil  at  the  conclusion  of  a  great  war,  each  celebrates  its 
centenary  in  times  not  less  disturbed  amid  problems  equally 
perplexing.

Scarborough  recalls  the  fact  that  as  early  as  1820,  Dr.  William 
Smith,  the  Geologist,  alive  to  the  need  of  a  Philosophical  Society 
in  the  Queen  of  Watering  Places,  invited  to  his  house  a  number 
of  gentlemen  to  discuss  the  subject  but  failed  to  obtain  adequate 
support.  Only  in  1827,  five  years  after  York  set  the  example,  did 
he  succeed  in  his  purpose  ;  otherwise  Scarborough  might  have 
been  two  years  in  advance  of  York.

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His  Highness  The  Maharaja  Rana  of  Jhalawar,  who  was 
invited  to  address  the  gathering,  asked  to  be  allowed  to  offer  to 
the  Society,  on  behalf  of  the  Indian  Empire,  their  congratulations. 
He  said  he  had  read  about  York  many  years  ago,  but  he  had 
never  had  the  pleasure  of  being  in  that  historic  place  before  last 
year,  when  his  good  friends,  Sir  John  and  Lady  Butcher,  invited 
him  to  stay  with  them,  and  he  was  delighted  to  go  over  those 
beautiful  grounds  and  other  interesting  places  in  the  city  which 
were  so  very  historical.  He  had  no  idea  before  that  visit  that 
there  was  such  a  wonderful  society  in  York  which  was  doing  such 
a  useful  work.  He  wished  the  Society  long  life  and  prosperity, 
and  expressed  the  hope  that  it  would  continue  the  good  work  it 
had  done  in  its  last  hundred  years. 

The  Lord  Mayor,  in  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  delegates 
for  their  presence  and  addresses,  said  that  amid  such  a  wealth  of 
learning  he  felt  his  duty  wTas  a  very  awkward  one,  as  he  could  not 
in  any  measure  pretend  to  represent  learning,  yet  he  hoped  his 
deficiency  in  that  respect  was  made  up  by  his  genuine  enthusiasm 
for  the  cause  for  which  the  society  existed.  He  dared  say  that 
about  ioo  years  ago  there  were  many  people  in  York  who  thought 
the  Philosophical  Society  had  stolen  a  march  on  them,  and 
certainly  there  were  many  others  in  the  Corporation  who  also 
thought  that  property  ought  to  belong  to  them  ;  but  while  he 
knew  the  civic  authorities  were  capable  of  great  things,  and  that 
they  had  a  wonderful  ability,  he  questioned  very  much  whether 
they  could  have  made  quite  the  success  of  that  property  that  the 
Philosophical  Society  had  done.  They  therefore,  forgave  the 
Society,  because  they  felt  the  work  was  really  in  better  hands. 
That  Society  stood  for  a  great  many  good  things,  and  it  certainly 
stood  for  what  was  best  in  life.  He  believed  everybody  would 
admit  that  the  Society  was  carrying  out  this  great  work  of 
research  much  better  than  it  could  be  done  if  it  were  in  the  hands 
of  any  other  body,  and  that  the  Society  was  in  every  way  uphold¬ 
ing  what  they  considered  best  for  the  community  at  large.  The 
many  messages  read  that  afternoon  in  unqualified  praise  of  the 
work  done  by  the  Society  showed  that  it  had  really  justified  its 
existence. 

The  vote  was  carried  with  acclamation. 

Sir  John  Butcher,  Bart.,  K.C.,  M.P.,  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  President,  who,  he  said,  had  achieved  distinction  by  his 
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devotion  to  the  cause  of  the  Advancement  of  Science,  and  by  his 
many  and  varied  public  activities.  But  of  all  the  posts  their 
President  had  so  worthily  filled  there  were  few,  Sir  John  imagined, 
of  which  he  wTas  more  proud  than  that  of  the  head  of  the  great 
Society  which  had  won  the  gratitude  and  upheld  the  admiration 
during  the  past  ioo  years  of  all  those  who  were  interested  in 
antiquarian,  geological,  and  scientific  research.  In  all  that 
appertained  to  the  progress  of  that  society  and  its  work  their 
President  had  received  devoted  support  and  help  from  their 
indefatigable  Secretary,  Mr.  Charles  Elmhirst.  During  the 
hundred  years  of  its  existence  its  collections  had  been  brought 
together  with  such  painstaking  fidelity  by  the  society  and  its 
officers  that  they  had  overcrowded  the  exhibition  space  in  that 
valuable  building,  and  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  that  there 
was  at  least  as  much  material  concealed  in  the  secret  recesses  of 
the  building  as  there  v7as  on  view  in  the  building  through  which 
they  had  passed.  Sir  John  reminded  the  audience  that  funds 
were  needed  now  to  extend  the  Museum  in  order  to  exhibit  those 
unseen  treasures,  and  to  make  that  place  worthy  of  York  and  its 
past  history.  He  mentioned  this  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  had 
a  benevolent  and  scientific  disposition. 

The  vote  w7as  carried  with  unanimity  and  briefly  acknowledged 
by  the  President,  who  remarked  that  while  he  w7as  proud  to  be  the 
President  of  the  Society  he  hoped  they  would  never  cease  to  look 
for  someone  to  take  his  place  who  was  a  really  scientific  person 
— someone  wdio  had  contributed  great  scientific  work  to  the 
advantage  of  the  country. 

Tea  was  served  in  a  marquee  on  the  Terrace,  after  which  a 
procession  was  marshalled  by  Dr.  Collinge  and  the  visitors  and 
members  proceeded  to  the  Cathedral.  Here  they  were  met  at  the 
West  door  by  the  Bishop  of  Beverley,  the  Rev.  Canon  Watson, 
and  the  Rev.  Canon  F.  L.  Perkins  (Rural  Dean).  The  service 
w^as  held  in  the  Choir,  and  was  intoned  by  the  Rev.  S.  G.  B. 
Exham,  the  lessons  being  read  by  the  Rev.  F.  Harrison.  A 
shortened  form  of  Evensong  was  sung  to  a  beautiful  setting  by  B. 
Cooke  in  G,  and  Stanford’s  Anthem  “  I  heard  a  Voice  from 
Heaven  ”  w7as  sung  by  the  Choir.  The  Bishop  of  Beverley 
delivered  the  address. 


THE  EVENING  MEETING. 


At  the  evening  meeting,  it  was  announced  that  the  following 
telegram  had  been  received  from  His  Majesty  the  King  in  reply  to 
the  message  sent  to  His  Majesty  during  the  afternoon  : — 

“  The  King,  as  Patron  of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society, 
cordially  thanks  the  officers  and  members  and  their  guests 
assembled  to  celebrate  the  Centenary  of  the  Society,  for  the  loyal 
and  friendly  sentiments  expressed  in  their  message,  which  His 
Majesty  much  appreciates.” 

During  the  evening  short  illustrated  lectures  were  given  by  Dr. 
W.  A.  Evelyn,  Mr.  Sydney  H.  Smith  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Knowles. 
In  the  Saurian  Room  there  was  a  fine  series  of  microscopical 
objects  shown  under  microscopes  lent  by  Mr.  W.  Bellerby,  Mr.  S. 
H.  Davies,  Mr.  J.  A.  Dell,  Dr.  W.  A.  Evelyn,  Dr.  E.  S.  Galbraith, 
Dr.  J.  S.  Gayner,  Dr.  Sanderson  Long,  Dr.  Edmund  M.  Smith, 
and  Dr.  W.  E.  Collinge. 

Original  drawings  of  Mr.  Henry  Cave  were  exhibited  in  the 
Vertebrate  Gallery.  Mr.  S.  Walker  contributed  a  large  series  of 
old  York  playbills,  and  Messrs.  T.  Cooke  and  Sons  a  series  of 
stellar  photographs. 

In  the  Museum  of  Mediaeval  Architecture,  Mr.  W.  Harvey 
Brook  exhibited  a  collection  of  nearly  seventy  paintings  and 
drawings  both  of  scenery  and  of  architectural  objects  in  many 
parts  of  the  world. 

The  whole  of  the  day’s  arrangements  were  carried  out  without 
a  hitch  and  reflected  great  credit  on  the  organising  ability  of  Dr. 
W.  E.  Collinge,  the  Keeper.

NEW  ROMAN  MEMORIAL  STONES. 

By  the  Rev.  ANGELO  RAINE,  B.A., 

Hon.  Curator  of  Roman  Antiquities. 

'J'HE  37ear  1922  has  been  signalized  by  the  discovery  in  York  of 
two  Roman  Memorial  Stones,  one  of  which  is  tire  finest  ever 
found  in  our  City.  The}7  came  to  light  during  the  widening  of 
the  road  that  leads  from  the  top  of  the  Mount  to  South  Bank. 
They  were  both  at  a  distance  of  fifteen  yards  from  the  present 
highway,  which  at  this  particular  point  seems  to  be  on  the  line  of 
the  old  Roman  road  from  York  to  Tadcaster. 

The  first  stone  (PI.  I.)  was  discovered  on  July  nth  at  a  depth 
of  3^  feet ;  it  was  lying  face  downwards  and  in  two  pieces,  though 
happily  the  break  was  a  clean  one.  It  is  5  feet  3  inches  in  height 
and  3  feet  3  inches  in  breadth,  and  8  inches  in  thickness,  and  is  of 
millstone  grit.  It  contains  a  representation  of  the  Funeral 
Banquet  and  an  Inscription.  In  each  of  the  top  corners  is  a  fir  cone 
signifying  life  beyond  the  grave.  Below  in  an  arched  recess  are 
sculptures  in  relief  showing  the  Funeral  Feast ;  a  lady  reclines 
on  a  couch,  resting  her  head  on  her  left  hand,  in  her  right 
hand  she  holds  a  wine  goblet  without  handles;  in  front  of  her  is  a 
table  on  which  is  a  wine  bowl  and  a  loaf  of  bread  ;  on  the  right  of 
the  table  a  young  woman  sits  in  a  wicker  chair  holding  on  her  lap 
either  a  dove  or  a  pigeon  ;  on  the  left  of  the  table  stands  a  boy 
bearing  a  wine  jug,  and  beyond  him  sits  the  dedicator  of  the 
Memorial,  a  civilian,  as  is  shewn  by  the  scroll  he  holds  in  his 
right  hand.  Though  no  great  technical  skill  is  revealed  in  the 
workmanship  and  it  is  no  doubt  the  work  of  a  local  stone-cutter, 
yet  the  general  effect  is  very  striking. 

The  letters  of  the  Inscription  are  sharply  and  deeply  cut  and 
are  the  easiest  to  read  of  any  Roman  Inscription  in  our  Museum  ; 
they  are  as  follows  ;

which  may  be  thus  translated:  To  the  divine  shades  of  Julia 
Velva,  a  most  pious  lady,  who  lived  50  years.  Aurelius 
Mercurialis,  her  heir,  erected  this  monument  in  his  life  time  ;  he 
did  it  for  himself  and  for  his  family. 

The  words  present  no  difficult)7  of  any  kind  ;  all  are  quite 
common  in  Roman  Inscriptions.  With  regard  to  the  names ; 
Mercurialis  is  only  found,  I  believe,  on  one  other  British  Roman 
inscription,  one  discovered  on  the  Roman  Wall ;  Velva  seems 
without  doubt  to  be  a  British  name,  the  masculine  form  Velvor 
having  been  found  in  Wales.  There  is  nothing  which  gives  any 
indication  of  date. 

The  second  stone  (PI.  II.)  was  found  on  October  2nd  within  a 
couple  of  yards  of  the  first,  only  a  foot  and  a  half  deeper  ;  they 
must  originally  have  stood  side  by  side.  This  stone  was  also 
fractured — and  owing  to  this  we  have  lost  part  of  the  first  line  of 
the  Inscription.  It  measures  6  feet  in  height,  2  feet  9  inches  in 
breadth  and  is  6  inches  in  thickness.  There  is  a  representation 
once  more  of  the  Funeral  Feast,  but  on  a  less  elaborate  scale  than 
with  the  first  stone.  From  the  cieling  of  the  arched  recess  hangs 
a  double  festoon  of  leaves,  with  a  flower  in  the  centre  ;  we  have 
the  lady  on  the  couch,  holding  the  goblet,  the  table  in  front,  and 
the  boy  with  the  wine  jug,  but  nothing  further.  Though  smaller 
the  work  is  finer  than  on  the  first  stone.  The  couch  and  table 
are  very  similar  to  those  on  the  monument  of  Aelia  Aeliana  in  the 
Hospitium,  and  may  possibly  be  by  the  same  carver. 

The  Inscription  is  much  worn  and  in  parts  defaced,  and  is  very 
difficult  to  dicipher.  I  give  the  following  reading  with  a  certain 
amount  of  hesitation,  though  I  may  say  it  is  approved  by  the 
authorities  at  the  Haverfield  Library,  Oxford,  to  whom  I  sent  an 
impress.

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This  shows  that  it  is  a  monument  erected  to  a  lady  called 
Candida  and  her  daughter. 

These  Roman  memorial  stones  containing  a  representation  of 
the  Funeral  Feast  are  common  on  the  Continent,  but  only  of  rare 
occurrence  in  Britain  ;  several  have  been  found  in  the  Nortli 
Wall  of  Chester  and  we  have  now  four  in  our  collection.  Professor 
Percy  Gardner  has  shewn  how  that  this  Banquet  in  its  original 
form  is  found  on  early  Attic  tombstones  where  the  dead  are  seen 
seated  in  state  to  receive  the  worship  of  their  descendants.  The 
development  to  the  type  of  Roman  Memorial  can  be  traced 
minutely.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  details  in  the  later 
representations,  such  as  we  have  found  in  York,  are  to  a  large 
degree  conventional.
